,| Langley, using tho large telescope in 
"| Allegheny (Pa.) observatory, to-which 
was attached the most sensitive bolo- 
meter ever made, able to detect one- 
millionth of a degree of heat, was just 
able to detract a trace cf heat from 
the colossal suns Arcturus, Vega and 
Sirius. He could detect by the sen- 
sitive platinum oerve, thinner than 
hair, the presence of heat, but the ‘n- 
tensity was too smell to. measure with 
accuracy. 

Of course, take the same telebolome- 
ter to these suns, turn around -and 
look at our sun, and no trace of its 
heat energy -could be det2cted, our 
sun being so muca smaller, and it is 
cooler than the great stns mertioned; 
It would’ look like the point of a 
needie.—,Hdgar Lucien Larkin in New 
York American.

Wherever the solar eclipse is seen 
as total, the sky will become nearly 
as dark as. full-moonlight, and a few 
of the brighter stars and planets may 
be seen.: The duration of ‘the totality 
is longest near Kief in Russia, where 
it is 2 minutes, 18 seconds, Some- 
times the modn“and gun oceupy such 
positions. that although . the moon 
passes directly be:ween the earth and 
the-sun the .shadow cone does not 
reach the earth. ‘Such solar éclipses 
are called ‘“‘annular,” and are nowhere

case a total eclipse may last“over 
seven minutes at a station, but such 
occasions are very rare.
